The dispatches via 
Madrid and London Tuesday morning 
announcing that the time allowed the 
Americans to recognize the Filipino re- 
public expires Tuesday are 
ac- 


knowledged to hare some founda- 
tion in so far as Agoncillo has de- 
manded recognition by the presi- 
dent. In fact at the war department 
the situation is considered as dark as 
it has ever been and each day's delay 
by the senate in acting on the treaty 
makes it worse. 
Agoncillo and his 


augmented junta have lost no time in 
informing Ag-uinaldo and his army of 
the situation in Washington, only that 
Agoncillo has declared the Americans 
are afraid to assert their possession of 
the islands for fear of the Philippine 
army. 


The proposed postponement of the 


ratification of the treaty has so em- 
boldened Agoncillo that it "woultt be 
no surprise to the officials here af has 
dispatches to Manila did not incite 
trouble there.

ington, ii endeavoring to •tamp out 
witchcraft, as praeticeJ by the India* 
trib«i on the aoatheaatern coast of the 
Territory. 
A number of Indians are 


at Janean under arrest, and their 
eaaet are being considered by the 
Grand Jury that is now in seasion. 
These Indian* are rery superstition*, 
even wore so than those of the inte- 
rior. If the medicine man is onuble 
to effect a cure in any case he pro- 
nounces the patient beir'tched. 
The 


relatives of the sick Indian will accuse 
some of the tribe of being the "witch 
devil." The accused is confined until 
the fate of the pstieut is decided. In 
every case he is put to death if the 
sick man dies. 
Th« number of In- 


dians killed as "witch denls" in-1 
creased daring the past year, and 
Governor Brady gave it prominence in 
his report. 
• Judge Johnson, in charging the 
Grand Jury, said: "Yon will be called 
upon to investigate a number of of- 
fenses peculiar to this Territory grow- 
ing out of the belief in witchcraft pre- 
valent among the native people. Many 
of the cruel murders among them may 
readily be traced to this belief, and it 
is your duty not to ignore, bat to make 
patient inquiry and return true bills 
where the evidence so warrants, for 
the protection of these people. 
The 


stamp of the law's disapproval of all

Reports have been published of ex- 


periments with the Canet qniok-firiog 
field gun, which ia to be the new 
weapon of the Frennh artillery and 
concerning which until quite recently 
the greatest secrecy was maintained. 
Judging from these reports, the effec- 
tiveness ot the gun must be trnl7 won- 
derful. 
Twenty-two shots per minute 


were fired at one official trial, and two 
hundred dummy soldiers placed at a 
distance of two and one-half milea by 
way of a target were bowled down in 
one minute aad three-quarters.
